ENGINEMAN KEEPS CLOSE WATCH 


Mm at Throttle Tries to Avoid Its Path, But Is at Las 


Forced to Race Ahead, Trying To 


Escape Its Fury. 


Petersburg, 111., July G.—An accom- 


modation passenger train on tho Chi- 
cago, Pi-oHa and St. Louis railroad 
was blown from the track at Oakford, 
111., twelve miles north of Petersburg, 
early Tuesday evenln;:, and one man 
killed and a number Injured.

The train consisted of two coaches, 


a baggage car, and the engine nnd 
all .but the .engine were hurled from 
tho track down a seven foot embank- 
ment, turning over twice In tho de- 
scent, and landing In a splintered mass 
of debris. 


The accident happened Just -a few. 


rods from the bridge over the Snnga- 
mon river. The work of relief began 
Immediately,.as owing to the, remark- 
able'escape of nearly all' the' few pas- 
sengers .aboard, those who'were in- 
jured aniTptnlpned In tho debris .were 
speedily rescued and at once given at- 
tention.

Watches Storm Gather. 


The engineer, who-escaped Injury, 


said ho watched the gathering storm 
closely as his train spoil along, as he 
feared from the appearance of the 
clouds that, a, tornado- might result. 
An the train apprii.T-iiod Oakford the 
clouds suddenly sccme'1 to cosrontrnto 
and 'drop, apparently coming directly 
towards the trr.ln. 


Ileallzlng that the train 'would en- 


counter the tornado If It proceeded the 
engineer, camo to n hnlt. 
The ap- 


proaching tornado, whun about a mile 
away, suddenly swerved and tho train, 
was directly In Its palh. . 


Train Attracts Tornado. 


Then tho engineer endeavored to 


run beyond the zone of danger and 
again the tornado swerved und headed 
directly for the flying train. The roar 
was heard plainly above the rattlo of 
the cars. Steam wns crowded on and . 
like a rocket tho light accommodation. 
Jumping and pounding on tho rails, 
rnshed nhcnd In an endeavor to cross 
before lh<! storm. 


Suddenly with a crash that was 


heard'above the rumblo and roar ot- 
the tornado, the. train 'was struck 
broadside, the coaches torn from tho' 
engine and lifted Into the ulr and ' 
hurled from the embankment Into the 
ditch. Tho engine alone remained,.up- 
on tho rails. 


• Tho storm was described by Brake- 
man Mendonsa as a funnel shaped, 
cloud, accompanied by darkness and 
a tremendous rain. . 


"As"soon as the train stopped," ho 


snld, "I felt'tho car going- over, and I 
grabbed a scat nnd held to It. Men, 
women", and. a number of babies were 
being tossed nbopt In' the car as :it 
rolled down'(ho embankment." 


Cars Take Fire. 


The engine was hurried on to Pe- . 


lersbjirg....where a relief train; was. 
speedily'made up, and. bearing physi- 
cians, hurried back to.the scene. -The 
wrecked cars-took fire, but the flames 
were •extinguished before any head- 
way Imd b'eeu 'mnde.

Hear an Able Address Setting Forth 


All the Claims of Greatness of 


the National Organization. 


Kilty yt-nrH ago today tlio first so- 


calle-d republican state 
convention 


was held at Jackson, Michigan. While 


• WlHconsln might claim the rlRht to 


having fonnulutiMl the nnine anil the 
principles of this, the 'Rood old party, 
still It miiHt bo admlttfil that 
In 


Michigan the first state convention 
under the name republican, was held. 
There are great celebrations going on 
in the Michigan city today anil tho 
following IH the Hpecch of Sec. Ifuy: 
who briefly traces the history and 
achievements of the party from Its 
formation to the present time: 


A century Is but a moment of hi* 


lory; It has often happened that sev- 
eral of them have passed away, since 
wen began to record their deeds, with 
little change In the physical c.;pcct 
or the moral progress of the world. 
Ilut at other times,—of Intense action 
and spiritual 
awakening—a 
single 


generation may form an epoch; ami 
few periods of equal duration In po- 
litical annuls have been so crowded 
with great events as the fifty years 
•wo celebrate today. 
Under Uie OU'KS 


of Jackson on the Gth of July. 1851 
a party was brought Into being- and 
baptized." which ever since has an- 
swered the purposes of Its existence 
with fewer .follies and failures and 
more magnificent achievements than 
ordlnariy fall to the lot of any lnntl 
tutlon of mortal origin. And even tin, 
beginning of the end Is not yet. Ti 
historic party Is only now in tho full 
maturity of Its power and Its capacity 
for good. We look back upon a past 
of unparalleled uscfulncsM and glor> 
with emotions of thankfulness am 
pride; we confront the future and its 
exacting problems with a confidence 
born' of the experience of dilllcttltles 
surmounted and triumphs achieved li 
paths more 
thorny and ways more 


arduous than any that are likely U 
challenge the courago and tho con 
science of the generation which Is 
to follow us. It Is meet that at this 
btage of our journey we should- re 
view the past and read Us lessons 
'and In lt« light takelieart for what 
lies beyond. 


The republican party had a noble 


origin. 
It 
sprang directly from an 


arouse*! 
and 
Indignant 
natiuiia 


conscience. Questions of finance, 01 
political economy, of orderly admin 
1st rat Ion, passed out of sight for the 
moment, to be taken up and dealt 
•with later on. Hut in ixr.l the ques- 
tion that brought the thinking men 
together was whether there shrink 
be a limit'to the aggressions of Kluv 
cry; and In 1SC1 that solemn Juipilr> 
turned to one- still more portentous: 
Should the natlona live or. die? The 
humblest old republican In America 
lias the right to be proud that In the 
<lays of bis youth In the presence ol 
these momeutoiis questions he Judged 
right; and If lie Is sleeping In ills 
honored grave his children may.Just- 
ly be glad of Ills decision. 


It was not so easy fifty ye'ars ago 


to take sides against the- slave powers 
as It may seem today. 
Respect for 


the vested rights of the southern peo- 
ple was one of our most sacred tra- 
ditions. It was founded on the com- 
promises of the constitution, and tip- 
on a long line of legal and legislative 
precedents. The men of tho Revolu- 
tion made no defense of slavery in It- 
self; Washington . Adams, Jefferson, 
and Franklin deplored Its existence 
but recognized the necessity of com- 
promise until the public mind might 
rest in the hope of its ultimate ex 
Unction. Hut after they lind passed 
away. Improvements In the culture 
and manufacture of cotton made this 
uneconomic form of labor for tho time 
profitable, and what had been merely 
tolerated as a temporary necessity 
began to IK; upheld ns a permanent 
system. Slavery entrenched itself In 
every department of our public life. 
Its advocates 
dominated 
congress 


and the state legislatures; they even 
Invaded the pulpit and grotesquely 
•wrested a few texts of scripture to 
their purpose. They gave the tone to 
society: cvoii the southern accent 
was Imitated In our schools ami col- 
leges. 


If the slavcholdcrx bad been con- 


tent 
with 
their 
unquestioned pre- 


dominance, 
they 
might 
for nyiny 


years have controlled our iiolitlcal 
and social world. It was natural for 
the conservative peoplu of tho north 
to say: "We deplore tho existence 
of slavery, but we art- all to blame 
for It: w should lint cast upon our 
brethren in the South the burdens 
and perils of Its abolition. We must 
bear with the unfortunate condition 
of tilings and take our share of Its 
Inconveniences." 
But' the slave-hold- 


ing- party could not rest content. The 
ancients .salt! that madness was the 
fate- of Hiuxi! judged by the gods. 
Continual aggression Is a necessity of 
a false position. They fell Instinctive- 
ly that If Ilielr system were perma- 
nently to emliirc It muni bo extended, 
and to attain thiti object they .were 
ready to risk everything. They' rent 
in twain the compromises which bad 
protected them n> Ion;:. 
They tore 


down the bulwarks which had ill onee 
restricted and defended them; aiid 
confiding in their strength and our 
patlenee they boldly announced and 
inaugurated tho policy of the indefi- 
nite extension of their "peculiar In- 
jstltullon."

degraded men, 
dishonored 
women 


deprived little children of the sacred 
solaec of home, was doomed from thu 
hour it passed into the arena of free 
debate. And even If wo shut our eyes 
to tho moral aspects of that heartless 
system, and confined ourselves to.the 
examination of Its econmlc 
merits 


It was found to be wasteful and in 
efficient. Tho Americans are at once 
the most sentimental and 
tho IIIOB 


practical of peoples—and when the> 
see that nn institution is morally re 
voltlng. and. besides, does not pny.'lts 
fate is scaled. 


Yet tho most wonderful feature ol 


that cxtrnor •Innry campaign whleli 
then began, and which never censed 
until tho land was purged of Its dead 
ly sin, was that even in thu very "turn, 
pest and whirlwind of their passion' 
thu great 
lenders of the republican 


party kept their agitation strictly 
within tho limits of the cotistllutioi 
and the law. There was no genera! 
demand for even an amendment t' 
the organic instrument. They plead 
oil for the repeal of unjust statutes 
us Inconsistent with the constitution 
but dlil not advocate' their violation 
Only among the more obscure am 
ardent members of the party was 
there any demand for the abolltior 
of slavery, but the whole parly stood 
like a rock for tin; principle that the 
dauinalilo Institution must be content 
with what it had already got. am 
must not be allowed to pollute aiiuth 
er inch of 
free 
noil. 
On this Im 


pregnable 'ground they 
made their 


stand; and the mass convention whlcl 
assembled hero in 1851, while the 
vibrations of the thunder of the guns 
and the shoutings of tho birthday o 
Liberty, yet lingered in the air. gave 
a nucleus and a name to the new par 
ty. destined to a great'and benellcen 
career. Before thu month ended, tin 
aiitl-snlvery men of five more grea 
stat(;s adopted the 
•name "Hcpubll 


can," and under that banner congress 
was carried and two years Inter a na 
tloual party assembled lit I'litsKiirg 
and npmlnntcd Fremont and Diiytou 
who failed by a few votes .of swoop 
Ing the North. 
. Who of us that was living then wll 
ever forget the ardent enthusiasm o 
those days? It was one of those per 
lods. rare In the life of any nation 
when men forget themselves and, Ii 
spite of hnblt. of Interest, and of pro 
judlce. follow their consrle'iicos wher 
ever they may lead. 
In the 
clear 


keen air that was abroad .the best 
men 
In the- country 
drew 
dee-pel 


breaths and rose to a 
moral height 


they had not 
before nUalned. The 


movement was universal.' Siimncr It 
the East, Seward In New York, Chase 
In Ohio. Hates In Missouri, lllalr It 
Maryland, all sent forth their Ideiitl 
cul appeal to the higher motive; am 
In Illinois, where the 
most popular 


man In the state boldly and cynical 
ly announced: "I don't caru whether 
slavery Is voted up or voted down/ 
a voice, new to the nation, replied: 
"There are some of use who do care 
If slavery is not wrong, nothing is 
wrong"—and Abraham Lincoln came 
upon the field not to leave It tint! 
ho was triumphant in death. 


I have no rlgnt to detain you at 


tills hour 'In recounting tho lilstnrj 
of those memorable days. Two Inci 
dents of tho long battle will never 
be forgotten. 
One.was the physical 


and. political contest for tho posses 
slou of Kansas, carried on with des- 
perate . courage 
and recklessness ol 


consequences by the pro-slavery pnrtj 
on tho one side, and, on the other, 
by the Xcw Knglnnd farmers whose 
weapons 
of aggression 
were Illble 


texts and" tho words of Jefferson, am! 
whose arms of defense were Sharpe's 
rifles. With words that ring even 
now when 
we rend them, tike th 


clashing of swords, the slave state- 
men claimed Kansas as their right 
and tho free state nie.n replied In tin, 
words of the prophet before Herod: 
It Is not. lawful for. you to have her, 
And when the talking sharpened 
t<i 


the physical clinch, the praying men 
fought with the same ferocity as the 
men who cursed. 
In the- field of polit- 


ical discussion the most dramatic: In- 
cident of the fight was the debate 
between Lincoln and Doitglns. 
Not 


many of you saw (hat battle of the 
strong, where each of the gladiators 
had an adversary worthy of Ills steel, 
where the audiences were equally di- 
vided, where 
the 
combatants were 


fairly matched In debating skill ami 
uiIdrt-HH, and where the superiority 
of Lincoln was not so much personal 
as 
it was 
In 
tlie overwhelming 


slrengMi of 
his 
position. 
Ho was 


fighting for freedom and could say 
so; Douglas was fighting for slavery 
and could not avow It. Teh result of 
the contest Is now seen to have been 
Inevitable. 
Douglas 
was 
re-elected 


to tlie senate hut had gained also I..< 
resentful 
suspicion 
of the 
South, 


whlcli two years later disowned him 
and defeated 
Ills lifelong ambition. 


Lincoln became at once tlie foremost. 
republican of the West and a little 
later the*greatest political figure of 
the century. 


If there Is one thing more than an- 


other in which wo republicans are 
entitled to a legitimate pride It Is 
that Lincoln was our first president; 
that wo believed In him. loyally sup- 
ported him while ho lived, and that 
wo have never lost the right to call 
imrselves his followers. Tliere Is not 
i principle avowed by the republican 
party today which Is out of harmoiiy 
with his 
teachings or Inconsistent 


with Ills character. We 
do not ob- 


|ect to our opponents quoting him, 
iralslng him—even claiming him as 
their own. 
It it is not 
sincere, It 


Is still a laudable tribute of acknowl- 
edged excellence. 
If It Is genuine. It 


Is still better, for even a Nebraska 
Populist who reads ills Lincoln Is In 
the way of salvation. Jlut only thilso 
who believe In human rights and are 
willing to make sacrifices to <lofond 
them; who believe In tho nation and 
Its bencllelent power; who believe In 
the American system of protection 
championed 
by a long 
lino of our 


greatest and Jiest, running back from 
MeKlnley to Washington, and, as Sen- 
ator Oolllver so truthfully said, "to 
the original sources of American com- 
mon sense;" only those who believe 
In equal Justice to labor and to capi- 
tal; In honest money and the right 
to earn it, have any title to name 
themselves (by the name of Lincoln, 
or to claim a.moral kinship with that 
august and venerated spirit. I Admit 
It would ho little lest* than sacrilege 
to try to trade upon that, benignant 
Renown, whose light "folds In this 
orb o' the- earth." Hut wo who have 
always tried to walk In tho rood ho 
pointed out can not be deprived of tho 
tender pride of calling ourselves his 
disciples, and of doing in his namo tile- 
work allotted to us by 
providence. 


And I hope I am violating neither 
tho confidence of a friend nor the 
proprieties of nn occasion like this 
when I refer to the ardent and able 
young statesman who Is now, and Is 
to be. our president to let you know 
that In times of doubt ami difficulty 
the thought oftcnest in his heart is: 
"What, In such a case, would Lin- 
coln have-done?" 
As we are removed 
further 
anil- 


further from the founders of our par- 
ty 
and 
their 
might 
work, 
their 


names and their fame rise every year 
higher In the great perspective of his- 
tory. 
The clamor 
of 
hatred 
and 


calumny dies away. 
The 
efforts 


made'to weaken the hands of Lincoln 
and Ills associates are forgotten. The 
survivors of those who so hltterl} 
attacked him and his 
cause, wlilcl 


was the- cause of the country, are 
now themselves astonished when con 
fronted with the words they then lit 
tered. 
Hut It was against a political 


opposition not less formidable and of 
He-lent than the armed force heyotnf 
tlie Potomac that tho Union men ol 
that day. and their president, had to 
struggle. It was not 
merely tin 


losses in 
battle, the waste 
of -our 


wealth, the 
precious 
blood of our 


young men, that tilled Lincoln's licnrl 
with anguish and made him old he 
fore his.time, but It was the storm o! 
partisan hostility that raged agalnsl 
him, Illllng tlie air with slanders nm 
thwarting his most earnest and un 
selfish efforts for tho country's good 
Hut In spite of It all he persorve-rod 
never for a moment tempted by tin 
vast power he wielded to any actloi 
not Justified' by the moral and tlie 
orgnjile Jaw. I have always liked tin 
inscription on the medal whlcli the 
workmen of 'France, by one-cent sub 
scrlptloiis, caused to be struck after 
his death: 
"Abraham Lincoln, the 


honest man. Waged war. Abolishe 
slavery. 
Twice 
elected 
presldcnl 


without veiling the fnco of liberty.' 


This was an achievement new li 


the world: that a man and a party 
armed-with an authority so iinques 
tloned and, so stupendous, in the verj 
current of a vast war, should have 
submitted themselves so rigidly to the 
law—and never have .dreamed .there 
was anything 
meritorious 
about It 


Then, If never before, we proved we 
were as fit to he Xrec ns tho men who 
achieved our freedom. 


The world learned other lessons It: 


swift succession. Wo disbanded our 
army—sent them home to earn theli 
livings ns Dimple citizens of the lam 
they had saved, without terms or con 
dltlons; they asked none; they want 
ed peace; they were- glad to get to 
work. 
And there were no reprisals 


not a mail punished for rebellion or 
treason: not nn act of violence sulllei 
the gjory of victory. The light hai 
been tierce, lint loyal; wo at least 
wished tho reconciliation to bo pe>r 
feet. 
Then, came the paying of our 


debts. 
To whom Is the credit due 


of that enormous task, that sublime 
effort of common honesty. If 'not U 
the party 
which 
against every ns 


sault of open and covert reptidlutlot 
stood by the country's honor and kept 
It free from stain? 
Let mo hurriedly enumerate a few 


of the events In tho long and fruit- 
ful career 
of tho 
republican part} 


which seem to us to entitle It tc 
thn confidence ot the country . and 
the final approval of history. 
After 


tho war was ended and peace re-es 
tabllshed 
with no 
damage 
to tlie 


structure iof 
the government, but 


on the contrary, with added strengtli 
and with Increased guaranties of Its 
perpetuity, it remained to bo shown 
whether the power and success of the 
republican party were to be perma- 
nent, or whether, born of a- crisis, 
it was flttud to cone with tho prob- 
lems of dally national life. 
It hail 


destroyed 
slavery, 
or, perhaps wo 


might better say. It had created the 
conditions by which slavery had com- 
mitted suicide. In tile absence of this 
great adversary, could tho party hold 
together against the thousand le-UHc 
evils that beset the public life of mod 
ern peoples—the evils 
of Ignorance, 


corruption, ^ivarlce, and lawlessness, 
tho prejudices of race and of class, 
the voices of demagogues, the cunn- 
ing of dishonest 
craft, 
the brutal 


tyranny of the boss, the venality of 
the .moan? I think It Is not loo much 
to say that tlie last forty years have 
given an answer, full of glory and 
honor, to that question. Tlie republi- 
can parly. In the mass and In detail, 
has shown. Its 
capacity to govern, 


lly the homestead law. with equal 
generosity and wisdom, It distribut- 
ed 
tin* 
Immense- 
national domain 


among the citizens who were willing 
to cultivate- it nnd who have- convert- 
ed wide stretches of wilderness Into 
smiling homes. 
It built the 
Pacific 


railroad, which has bound the union 
together from ISasl to West by bands 
of steel and made the states beyond 
the mountains among our most loyal 
anil prosperous commonwealths, 
it 


redeemed our 
paper 
currency and 


made all our forms of money of exact- 
ly equal value, and our credit tho best 
In the world. Hy persistent hone-sty 
In our finances—In iiu- face of ob- 
MlncloH which might have daunted the 
hardiest statesmen—-It has reduced 
our Interest charges BO that In any 
part on enrth we- can borrow money 
cheaper than any other people-. 
In 


the- financial revulsions to which all 
communities are subject, we are able.
